Chairman LaMott called the meeting to order at 9:35 A.M. 

Snell requested correction in minutes of last meeting to show his commendation to 
outgoing Commissioners Mann and Hill for their service to the County. 

Chair recognized Deputy Anderson to speak on cruiser bids. It was noted that the 
Sheriff's Department still maintains seven vehicles—one per deputy. Questioned 
reason for transporting city/town prisoners; noted only ten towns with organized 
police forces. 

Deputy Anderson explained grant application for a drug investigator in Grafton 
County. Grant amount would be $27,650 with $1,300 match (no County funds) and grant 
would run for one year, with possibility of second year depending on success. 
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Investigator would have no arresting power—investigative only, and would be respon- 
sible to the Sheriff. Question was raised regarding possibility of using grant to add to 
unit already established under State Police instead of starting new unit in County. It 
was decided that more background information and statistics should be obtained. 

Chairman announced that the Executive Committee will meet at 9:30 A.M., Mon- 
day, November 13, 1978, to hear more details on this issue. 

Snell moved that the discussion of the grant application be taken up at meeting on 
November 13, 1978, with further information from the Sheriff's Department. Seconded 
by Eaton. Discussion. Eaton moved question. Snell seconded. Passed. Vote on motion 
— passed unanimously. 

Chairman LaMott asked that there be no press release on the drug investigator 
issue at least until after next Executive Committee meeting. 

Commissioner Mann stressed that the Commissioners do not want to be held 
responsible for the sale of the cruisers, and if the Executive Committee accepts 
Sheriff's proposal, it should authorize the Sheriff to sell the cruisers. 

Chair to Copenhaver. 

LaMott moved that if the Sheriff's Department can show the Executive Committee, 
in writing (a guarantee indicating a market place) on November 13, 1978 at 9:40 in the 
morning, that they can exchange or sell the 1974 van and the two 1976 cruisers for a 
total sum of at least $5,000, that they would then be authorized to purchase three new 
cruisers.

Rounds questioned fees received by the Sheriff's Department. Sheriff Ash was 
asked to explain. Fees are by service and cannot be broken down by deputy serving. 

Questioned electric bills. Requested Commissioners to get detailed reasons for 
surcharge and fuel. 
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Eaton moved to adjourn the meeting. Taffe seconded. Meeting adjourned at 12:24

Snell moved that the Executive Committee accept Commissioner Snell’s report on 
the County water line. Seconded by Taffe. Motion passed unanimously. 

Discussed Tri-County CAP. Letter from Mary E. Demers, President of Tri-County 
CAP was read to the Executive Committee. 

Rep. Low and Rep. McAvoy reported on procedures regarding an investigation of 
Tri-County CAP. The State Attorney General’s office recommended the Executive 
Committee seek the aid of the County Attorney. The Attorney General’s office can in- 
vestigate only if State funds are involved. 

Rep. Low and Rep. McAvoy will meet with the County Attorney and report to the 
Executive Committee.

Heard report of committee to review proposed kitchen renovations at the Grafton 
County Nursing Home (Rep. Fred Snell and Rep. Copenhaver). Present estimated cost 
is approximately $244,068. Architects fee is approximately 11.1%. 

Met with Bill and Irene Siegmund to discuss need for proposed renovations. 1) In 
1968 the kitchen fed approximately 31 patients and 33 staff plus approximately 20 peo- 
ple from the jail. In 1978 the same kitchen feeds approx. 142 patients, 60 to 65 staff 
members, and 30 people at the jail. 2) Present corridor is only 4 ft. wide and inade- 
quate for current traffic levels. 3) Employee serving areas currently overlap food 
preparation areas, in violation of federal regulations. Nursing Home must currently 
apply for waivers each year. Alternate proposals to redesign existing space all seemed 
inadequate, therefore Bill Siegmund asked Banwell, White & Arnold, Inc., Architects 
to provide preliminary information on renovations and an addition to the existing 
kitchen. Cost to County for this preliminary work is approximately $3,000. 

Discussed whether Grafton County would have to seek bids from different 
architects for detailed plans for the project or whether just the construction would 
have to be put out to bid. See statutes. 

Discussed need for more information regarding 1) alternatives for employee din- 
ing areas, etc. within the existing structure, 2) alternative building proposals. 

Chairman LaMott appointed committee consisting of Rep. Copenhaver, chairper- 
son, and Reps. Snell, McAvoy, Low and Christy and charged the committee as 
follows: 1) collect information on waivers from federal and state safety regulations 
received by the Nursing Home, 2) note any deviation from life safety code, 3) review 
alternative plans for dealing with the problems cited by the Siegmunds, 4) ask the 
Health and Welfare Department about foreseeable new regulations that would affect 
the Nursing Home, 5) collect information on meal days at the Nursing Home and 
where the meals are served, 6) present cost estimates for the various alternatives. The 
committee will report to the Executive Committee on April 16, 1979. 

Rep. Copenhaver asked about the status of the request for an energy audit of the 
County Court House. Chairman LaMott appointed Rep. Copenhaver to inquire with 
the Governor’s office about the request.

Chairman LaMott called the hearing to order at 7:30 p.m. and called the roll of the 
County Delegation. (See above list) 

LaMott presented the Commissioners’ budget recommendations page by page, 
with the opportunity for those present to ask questions. 

Under a discussion of the Social Service budget, Commissioner Campion stated 
that the Commissioners had reconsidered their denial of funds to White Mountain 
Mental Health. They will recommend the inclusion of $17,532 for White Mountain 
Mental Health. In addition, they recommend that a portion of the funds for each of the 
mental health centers be set aside to provide services to residents of the County 
Complex. 

Bruce Pacht explained that the Pemigewasset Development Center did not request 
funding because they cannot offer a summer program this year. 

It was noted that of the $4,000 requested by Ammonoosuc Family Planning, $1,200 
will provide services to the Plymouth area. 

Susan Avery, Executive Director of the Grafton County Human Services Council 
of Lebanon, explained the Council’s request for $11,785 in county funds. (The Council 
presently acts as a watch dog on human services in southwestern Grafton County, 
monitoring Title XX and United Way fund recipients.) The Council proposes to 
monitor human service fund recipients for the County in northern Grafton County. 

Robert Snarr, Executive Director of the Lakes Region Twin Rivers Coordinating 
Council, explained that his agency performs a similar function in southeastern Grafton 
County. 

Rep. Ezra B. Mann spoke in favor of expending the $11,785 to contract with the 
Human Services Council to monitor recipients of county social service funds for the 
County Executive Committee. The Council would also evaluate applicants for county 
social service funds for the Executive Committee and Delegation. 

Alphonse Thibodeau explained services provided by LISTEN and spoke in favor 
of LISTEN’s request for $2,600 in county funds. Services include a thrift store, a 
telephone referral service, and distribution of federal energy cost assistance funds. 
Rep. Walter took issue with LISTEN’s statement of non-political affiliation. 

Jim Page, Chairman of the Board of Supervisors of Grafton County Conservation 
District, spoke in behalf of the districts request for $4,933 in county funds. Founded in 
1946, the district has not previously needed county funds, but is submitting a request 
due to elimination of some federal funds. The district attempts to further the wise use 
of natural resources. District Treasurer Richard McDanolds presented total budget 
figures for the district. 

Frederick Hecker, Project Supervisor, explained the request for $12,545 in county 
funds for North Country Child Abuse prevention services. The project would attempt 
to raise the level of parenting skills through the use of parent assistants. The project 
would effect a reduction in county costs for foster child care. Lorna Buxton, a case 
worker for the State of New Hampshire, also spoke about the benefits of providing 
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parent aides. Carol Lowden, a parent aide, also spoke in favor of funding for the pro- 
ject. Patricia Flad, of the Pemigewasset Business and Professional Women’s Club, 
spoke in favor of funding the project. 

Richard Hyde, president of the board of directors of Headrest, spoke in favor of 
Headrest’s request for $7,000 in county funds. Headrest provides a 24 hour telephone 
information and referral service centered in western Grafton County. It employs four 
full time and two part time employees, and utilizes volunteers to provide services. 

Rob Nichols, of the Opportunity Center in Canaan, spoke in favor of granting $2,- 
400 in county funds to the center for a winterization project in southern Grafton Coun- 
ty. The service was previously provided by Tri-County CAP, which will provide $4,000 
in funds for the project. Grafton County funds will help pay administrative costs of the 
project, which has budgeted federal funding of $52,000 for labor and $48,500 for 
materials. 

Dorothy Moulton, chairman of the Employee Council of the Grafton County 
Complex, spoke about the Council’s requests for the 1979-80 county budget. The Coun- 
cil strongly objects to the County Commissioners’ recommendation of a flat 30c per 
hour pay raise instead of a percentage pay raise. The Council expressed resentment of 
the Executive Committee’s failure to meet with Council representatives to date. Jim 
O’Shaughnessy of the County Complex Maintenance Dept. also spoke to this point. 

Chairman LaMott stated that the County Executive Committee would meet with 
representatives of the Employee Council at the Executive Committee’s next meeting. 
Rep. Copenhaver requested that the Executive Committee issue an invitation to the 
representatives when the meeting date is set. 

Chairman LaMott reviewed the revenue projections in the Commissioners’ 
recommended budget and answered questions about revenues. 


Rep. Rounds moved to adjourn the meeting at 10:30 p.m. Seconded by Taffe.

Mrs. Dorothy Moulton spoke on behalf of the Employee Council of the Grafton 
County Complex (not speaking for court house employees). 
The Council: 1) Requests a percentage raise rather than 30c per hour—most fair to 
long term employees, preserves present salary schedule structure. 
Employees with greater responsibilities deserve greater dollar increase 
than those at lower end of scale. 
2) Accepts the Commissioners’ recommendations on: Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield Plan E, 5c annual increment after 5 years, 15c shift differential 
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for 4-12 and 12-8 shifts, establishment of a credit union workable 
through the payroll at no cost to the County, mileage reimbursement at 
18c to and from workshops and meetings, payment of membership dues 
where organization is mandated by the County. 
3) Requests $1.00 more per hour for employees (except students) work- 
ing weekends. Employees presently cover absentees at no extra cost un- 
less working overtime. 
4) Requests one day paid personal leave per year. 

(1), 3), and 4) above differ from the Commissioners’ recommendations.) 

Jim O'Shaughnessy spoke in support of the request for a 10% across the board pay 
raise. 

Executive Committee discussion of employee pay raises was postponed until the 
full committee can be present. 

Ms. Susan Avery from the Grafton County Human Services Council discussed the 
organization’s proposals regarding review of County social service programs. Grafton 
County Human Services Council would: 

1) compare operating budgets and program objectives; 

2) look at administrative structures and costs; 

3) but not normally request line item audit including all funding sources (Coun- 
ty should request audits; Grafton County Human Services Council could then 
review audits); 

4) organize and train a County social service oversight committee; 

5) recommend revisions in social service funding application. 

Grafton County Human Services Council as an outside consultant would be more ob- 
jective and have more credibility with the social service agencies than a County 
employee performing the same function. 

Rep. Rounds requested a breakdown of Grafton County Human Services Council's 
recommendations for and against funding of agencies last year, with the total dollar 
values recommended for and against. 

Mrs. Janet Conway, N.H. Division of Welfare, Plymouth branch, addressed the Ex- 
ecutive Committee in support of funding for the North Country Child Abuse Project. 
The Plymouth area is not getting the services the rest of the County has and will suffer 
if the project is not funded and loses its parent aides. 

Discussion of Commissioners’ budget recommendations: 

1) Income and Expenditures, pgs. 1 & 2, Sewage System State Share — should 
show amount for FY 1980, not total for life of project. 

2) Snell moved that the Register of Deeds revenue projection be increased to 
$150,000. McAvoy seconded. Motion passed 7—1. 

3) Salaries, Nursing Home kitchen and social services passed over until full Ex- 
ecutive Committee can be present. 

4) Register of Deeds, Charles Wood, explained budget requests for equipment 
rental and microfilm, pg. 5. 

5) Register of Probate, pg. 6, add $5,000 to salaries to cover cost of indexing. 

6) Sheriff’s Department, pg. 7, Snell moved that .68 Telephone be cut to $8,800. 

McAvoy seconded. Motion withdrawn. Rounds requested a breakdown of 
telephone costs including WATS, credit card charges, long distance calls, 
equipment rentals for the Sheriff's Department and other departments with 
large phone bills. Snell requested more information on cruisers and dispatch 
center for next meeting. 

Court House Maintenance, pg. 8, Commissioner Bradley requested, Snell 
moved, and McAvoy seconded that the chairman poll the Delegation to see if 
they would approve the immediate purchase of a tractor for Court House 
maintenance at $6,800 to be paid after July 1, 1979. Motion passed. (9 
representatives present all gave approval.) 

8) Snell moved that the Sewage System figures on pg. 13 be corrected to read 
$104,000 and $36,000. McAvoy seconded. Motion passed. 

County Extension, pg. 11, Snell moved that .12 Health Insurance be increased 
to $1,615 and .74 Council Travel & Expense be increased to $450. McAvoy 
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seconded. Motion passed. 

10) Rep. McAvoy asked Mrs. Smith to investigate why the County’s bank doesn’t 
do the County payroll at no cost to the County. 

11) Low asked whether computer operations for the various County departments 
should be centralized to save money. 

12) Miscellaneous, pg. 13, Snell moved that $40,000 be appropriated for un- 
employment insurance. McAvoy seconded. Motion passed. 

13) Administration, pg. 3, Mrs. Smith requested to get additional information on 
federal earned income credit program as it affects the County. 

14) Nursing Home, pg. 14, Snell moved that the additional part-time purchasing 
agent be eliminated in 5100.04. Low seconded. Motion passed. 

15) Physicians, pg. 16, Snell moved that the physicians’ salaries be corrected to 
$13,000. Logan seconded. Motion passed. 

16) Jail, pg. 17, Mrs. Smith will attempt to get more information on .51 meals. 

17) Farm, pg. 18, Snell moved that .01 Salaries be corrected to read $53,990. Taffe 
seconded. Motion passed. Christy requested a breakdown of the number of 
swine, costs and revenue; also on cattle. 


Taffe moved that the Executive Committee accept the Commissioners’ budget 


recommendations, excluding the following items which were passed over, employee 
salaries, social services, Nursing Home kitchen proposal, and sheriff’s budget, with 
minor changes as noted above. Christy seconded. Motion passed unanimously. 
(Rounds and LaMott absent.)

To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


As required by Statutes, the Commissioners of Grafton County herewith submit the 
reports of the various county officials for Fiscal Year 1979. 

We are pleased to announce another successful budget year reflecting a surplus 
which, added to last year’s surplus, allows a decrease in tax request on the Fiscal Year 
1980 budget. The current surplus was mainly due to increased revenues and conscien- 
tious efforts of department officials to control spending and stay within budget ap- 
propriations. 

The sewage disposal system project has finally reached the end of Phase II—Plan- 
ning, and it is anticipated that construction under Phase III will proceed in the spring. 

In November 1978 the Grafton County Commissioners sponsored a day-long 
workshop to brief elected officials in the functions and operation of County govern- 
ment. The workshop and accompanying tour of all county facilities proved highly 
successful and will probably be repeated in election years. 

Commissioners hold their regular meeting every Monday morning (except holidays) 
from 9:30 to 11:30 a.m. in the Commissioners Office of the Grafton County Court 
House. Public and press are welcome, and in fact are encouraged to attend the 
meetings. 

In closing we wish to express our appreciation to the staff and employees, members 
of the Delegation, town/city and State officials, and other agencies for their continuing 
support and cooperation. We especially appreciate the fine communication and rap- 
port of all concerned.

Gentlemen: 


We have examined the financial statements, as indexed, of the County of Grafton, 
New Hampshire for the fiscal year ended June 30,1979. Our examination was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and accordingly, included 
such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we con- 
sidered necessary in the circumstances. 

The county presently does not maintain the accounts of the Grafton County Nur- 
sing Home and Farm on the accrual basis of accounting, as explained in Note 1 of the 
financial statements; this being a departure from generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples. 

In our opinion, except as noted in the above paragraph, the financial statements of 
the County of Grafton, New Hampshire, as indexed, present fairly the financial posi- 
tion of such funds and the results of operations of such funds for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1979, in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 

The accompanying supplemental information and the column on the accom- 
panying combined balance sheet captioned ‘Total Memorandum Only”’ are not 
necessary for a fair presentation of the financial statements, but are presented as ad- 
ditional analytical data. The supplemental information has been subjected to the tests 
and other auditing procedures applied in the examination of the financial statements 
listed in the foregoing table of contents and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all 
material respects in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Note 1 — Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
The accounting policies of the County of Grafton, New Hampshire conform to 


generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units, except 
as noted below. 


The following is a summary of significant policies: 


Bases of Accounting 
The modified accrual basis of accounting is used for all governmental fund type 
(general, special revenue and debt service), and agency funds. 


Inventories 

All funds except the nursing home do not recognize inventories which are expens- 
ed as purchased. The nursing home inventories are recorded at cost. 
General Fixed Assets 

Land, buildings and equipment are recorded at historical cost. Depreciation is 


computed on the straight-line method over the estimated useful lives of the assets. 
Ranges of annual depreciation rates are as follows: 
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Estimated Useful 
Life (Years) 


Buildings and Improvements 5 to 70 
Furniture and Office Equipment 5 to15 
Equipment 5 to 15 
Automobile 3 


When property units are retired, or otherwise disposed of, the applicable cost and 
accumulated depreciation thereon is removed from the property records and related 
asset depreciation reserve accounts. 


Nursing Home and Farm 

The activities of the nursing home and farm are accounted for in the general fund. 
Generally accepted accounting principles require that enterprise funds be established 
to account for financing of services to the general public where all or most of the costs 
involved are collected in form of charges to users of such services. Such accounting 
principles would also require the preparation of separate financial statements, and 
the recognition of depreciation on fixed assets. This change is expected to be made at 
some future date as it has a significant effect on the fund balances. 


Note 2 — Pension Fund 

The County provides for pension benefits to substantially all employees through a 
contributory retirement system under New Hampshire law. The law prescribes the 
formula for computing retirement allowances and presently does not permit advance 
funding of pension liabilities. Retirement allowances are paid for from County fun- 
ding and employee contributions, based on age and date of entry. Employee con- 
tributions constitute an annuity savings fund from which a portion of the retirement 
allowances is paid. Pension expense for the year totaled $39,863 determined on an ac- 
tuarial basis. The unfunded past service liability of the entire retirement system was 
approximately nineteen million dollars (of which approximately seventeen million 
dollars is the state’s liability) and is being amortized over a twenty year period ter- 
minating in 1993. The value of vested benefits of the employees has not been deter- 
mined. 


Note 3 — Bond Indebtedness 
All bonded debt is recorded in the general long-term debt accounts. The bonds 
bear the full faith and credit of the County taxpayers. 


Note 4 — Accumulated Unused Employees Benefits 
Accumulated unused vacation and sick leave at the end of the fiscal year is quite 
small and does not exceed a normal year’s accumulation. 


Note 5 — Future Debt Requirement 
The debt requirements of the County’s outstanding bonds at June 30, 1979 are as 
follows:

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GRAFTON COUNTY 
NURSING HOME ADMINISTRATORS 


Honorable Board of Commissioners: 


As usual, the past year has been busy and diversified. 
At the nursing home, we continue to have a full census with a waiting list. 


Annual accreditation surveys were conducted by the New Hampshire Bureau of 
Health Care Facilities Administration, and the nursing home was granted continuing 
certification. These surveys are performed yearly to assure that the home is in com- 
pliance with all Medicaid laws and regulations. Under these regulations, we have a 
host of ancillary services to our patients, such as physical and recreational therapy; 
social services; dental and dietetic consultants; as well as mental health clinicians. 


In conjunction with the Board of Commissioners and the Building Committee ap- 
pointed by the Executive Board, we have worked almost the entire year formulating 
plans to renovate the kitchen area. 

Because of the safety factors involved (for patients and personnel) it is imperative 
that corrective action be addressed in the 1979-80 budget. 


A unit dose method of dispensing medication was instituted after the New 
Hampshire State Pharmacy Commission rejected our in-house pharmacy. This system 
provides more accurate medication dispensing; greater drug accountability; and at no 
cost to the County. 

Dr. Marvin Kendall left the facility to complete his residency in Family Medicine. 
Dr. Harry Rowe became a member of the Staff May 1st and Dr. Elizabeth Berry will 
join us July 1st. 1978. 


Very active this year, was the Grafton County Nursing Association which continues 
to provide funds and volunters for bingo, field trips, movies, etc. It also serves as liason 
between the County and the Community. 


Federal regulations are starting to affect the Jail and House of Correction, and Graf- 
ton County is well on its way to compliance already. All correctional officers have had 
a minimum of 80 hours of outside training; a Grievance Committee has been meeting 
with the Superintendent monthly for over a year (this consists of three inmates 
representing all inmates); a Disciplinary Board with community representation, has 
been in place for months. (This affords any reprimanded inmate the opportunity to 
have a hearing before being disciplined.) 

Mrs. Lillian Barnes has been providing tutorial services for the inmates, some of 
whom have successfully passed their G.E.D. tests and received their high school 
equivalency diplomas while incarcerated. 


A new uniform ‘booking’ system was adopted, complete with new photo identity 
camera, to conform with the other 9 New Hampshire Counties. This was completely 
funded by an L.E.A.A. grant through the Governor’s Commission on Crime. 

Inmate showers were renovated, and a chain link fence installed in the exercise 
yard. 

An escalating problem of inappropriate incarcerations will have to be addressed in 
the near future. We are processing more and more people through the jail that are 
mentally ill, rather than criminals. Our staff is not trained to cope with the psychotic 
inmate. 


The farm has been producing well. During the year we slaughtered 36 steers for con- 
sumption at the nursing home. Milk production hit 1,281,000 pounds, while maintaining 
3.9 butter fat average. Demands for piglets constantly exceeds our supply. Cattle sales 
were the highest in the past decade, $33,300. 


The milk pumping system was updated. Our thanks and appreciation to the Exten- 
sion Service whose expertise was invaluable. 
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Our Staff is to be complimented. Their expertise, dedication and loyalty are what 
make the Complex work. We take this opportunity to also commend the Clergy and the 
Community for their participation and concern. We have enjoyed working with your 
Board and your office staff and appreciate the many courtesies extended, as well as 
your continued understanding and support.

REPORT OF THE GRAFTON COUNTY ATTORNEY 
July, 1978 to June 30, 1979 


To the Commissioners and Citizens of Grafton County: 


Although this report covers a period of one year, my term of office did not com- 
mence until January 1, 1979. Since that time, two costly programs have been eliminated 
from the office; namely, the two assistant prosecutors and the computerized docket 
managment system. Both programs were expensive and in no way helped to reduce 
crime within Grafton County. 

In place of the assistant prosecutors, I have made myself personally available to all 
Grafton County police departments for assistance in the prosecution of their cases and 
will continue to do so in the future. In place of the computerized docket management 
system, the office uses a regular manual card system which adequately serves the pur- 
pose of informing us how cases are progressing. 

During the past six months, in addition to prosecuting felony cases and misdemeanor 
appeal cases in the Superior Court, your County Attorney has advised various law en- 
forcement departments, including the State Police and the Sheriff's Department, the 
County Commissioners, the County Home, some town officers and numerous in- 
dividuals. In all criminal cases I have taken note of the so-called repeaters and my 
recommendations to the Court have included requests for time to be served in either 
County or State correctional facilities. Additionally, first time offenders, depending 
upon the crime, can no longer rest assured that time to be served will not be 
recommended. In fact, it is now the exception, rather than the rule, when a sentence to 
be actually served is not recommended. 

In all cases before the Superior Court, your County Attorney makes it a practice to 
consult with the arresting officer prior to disposition. Recommendations for restitution 
by the defendant to the victim occur in all cases and this is important. Under a recently 
enacted law, all victims of crimes must be interviewed by the Probation Department, 
which should ensure that victims will not be left out of the sentencing phase. Victims 
of vandalism caused by juveniles will also be protected to some extent under a new 
law that allows the Court to order the juvenile’s parents to pay restitution for the 
damage. 

As in the past, the majority of those who are involved in crime within Grafton Coun- 
ty are fairly young and either unemployed due to lack of work in their communities or 
unemployed due to a general lack of skills and education. Most of the individuals have 
either an alcohol or drug problem and presently or in the past have been involved ina 
family situation that has deteriorated. It is juvenile crime, however, that presents us 
with the greatest problem. As matters now stand, your County Attorney does not 
become directly involved with such cases in view of the fact that the vast majority of 
them are disposed of completely in the district courts. This office in the past has 
become involved only upon request at the district court level or when a juvenile 
matter has been appealed to the Superior Court. It has always been my contention that 
the single most important cause of juvenile crime has been the steady breakdown of 
the family unit. 

Burglaries in Grafton County present us with the most concern after that of juvenile 
crime. We are relatively free of so-called violent crimes with the exception of isolated 
incidents that are not indicative of our life style. It should also be mentioned that this 
office has been involved to a considerable extent in child support cases under the 
Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement Support Act. 

During the past few months, numerous criminal matters have been solved and 
brought to a close and for that I want to express my sincere appreciation to all of the 
dedicated law enforcement people within Grafton County. I also want to thank my 
secretary, Barbara Davidson, for her dedication to the goals of the office.

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REPORT OF THE 
GRAFTON COUNTY SHERIFF’S DEPARTMENT 
July 1, 1978 to June 30, 1979 


To the Honorable County Commissioners, County Delegation and Voters of Grafton 
County: 


As Sheriff of Grafton County, I respectfully submit the following report of the ac- 
tivities of the Grafton County Sheriff's Department. Itemized lists of these activities 
accompany this report. 

Crime in New Hampshire increased 5% during calendar year of 1978, compared to 
1977. However, during the last four months of 1978, a major increase in crime was 
noted, both in New Hampshire and in Grafton County. This increase was in the area of 
15% to 20% and has continued into the first six months of 1979. 

The Sheriff's Department showed a major increase in activity during 1978, and the 
level activity has continued into 1979. The total case load was up 35%, arrests up 15%, 
prisoner transports up 25%, assists to other agencies up 30%, extraditions up 200%, 
and the Communications Center again set a record for number of radio transmissions 
and telephone calls handled. Other categories of activity show similar increases. 

This increase in activity has resulted in deputies putting in long hours of overtime, 
substantial increases in cruiser operating costs, some decrease in clearance rates 
(cases solved), a severe strain on our Records and Reports section, and a reduction of 
some services. 

In my opinion the increased workload, which is far ahead of the increase of crime in 
the County, reflects the growing confidence that the public and other law enforcement 
agencies have in the competency of our deputies. 

During 1978 all of the cruisers operated by our field of deputies were equipped with 
the Sheriff’s seals and signs along with exterior blue emergency lights for greater 
visibility. Previously, deputies operated unmarked cruisers. 

A trial dispatching service was instituted for 16 area fire departments and probably 
will be made a permanent function during the latter part of 1979. A yearly fee is charg- 
ed for this service. 

Additional protective equipment was obtained for our deputies and additional 
equipment is planned for the future, due to the increased attacks on police officers 
statewide. 

We are watching carefully the effects of a new law on regular hearings for guar- 
dianships in the Probate Court system. Under this law, Sheriff's Departments are re- 
quired to transport people who are under guardianships from such places as the New 
Hampshire Hospital and the New Hampshire State School, to hearings in their behalf 
in the Probate Court. Hearings are required every two years for each person. 
Transporting these people may well tax us beyond the limits of our available man- 
power. 

We have continued our cooperative agreement with the White Mountain National 
Forest Service, and during specific days this department provides two mobile patrols 
of Federal camp grounds, along with a walking patrol of certain mountain trails. The 
County is reimbursed for this service. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank all the law enforcement for their 
cooperation and assistance during this past year.

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REPORT OF GRAFTON COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


The word “Cooperative” in our agency title always raises the question — 
“Cooperating with whom?” Dean Feltner of the U.N.H. College of Life Science and 
Agriculture at a recent meeting explained that this term reflects the fact that we are 
one of the few agencies which receive Federal, State and local (county) governments 
financial support. Thus the term Cooperative refers to this close cooperation between 
levels of government. However we in Extension attempt to be as cooperative as possi- 
ble with everyone we deal with — thereby adding another definitive use of the term. 

We are also rather unique in that local people have a high degree of control over our 
activities. We look to a local (county wide) Advisory Council along with several com- 
modity groups for guidance in our programing each year. We depend on these folks to 
help identify the local needs of the people of Grafton County. 

At the time of writing this report the membership of the Grafton County Extension

To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 


Our beds have been filled in the Infirmary Section. The beds in the Residential Sec- 
tion have been only about 85% filled due to a new screening process by the 
Professional Services Review Organization. Admissions answering the qualifications 
for this section are not being approved. Due to this situation Infirmary Residents, who 
do not require maximum care are being transferred to the Residential Section, and 
therefore it has become necessary to employ extra Aides to cover the added duties. 

Our paper work load had been greatly increased due to our many State and Federal 
Inspections, many of these duplicating the work of previous ones. 

I feel the residents cared for here are receiving the best possible care available. 

It is with regret that I am resigning as of July 1, 1979, to re-enter Medical School for 
further study, and do hope to be able to return here sometime in the future.
